This kept up the level, as the wuter per- 
coluted to a cértiin extent, and on resuming 
work in the morning it was found that 
many tons would be detached during the 
night. That, however, is a slow process, 
and is manifestly only applicable where 
the bore is duwuward ; the lime system, on
